DUBLIN MONEY MARKET—Ocrt. 15. 
The new phase presented by political events continues 
to exercise a favourable effect on the market, and this 
influence, added to the unusually plentiful supply of mo- 
ney, has given an impetus to public securities of all de- 
scriptions. The decrease of bullion in the last published 
return of the Bank of England is to be attributed to the 
recent payment of dividends, and not to any unfavour- 
able turn of the exchanges; in this market there was 
not to-day any notable rise in price, except in Steam 
Packet shares, but great firmness wks observable gene- 
rally ; the quotations of the Government Securities were 
nearly the same as those of yesterday ; Bank Stock was 
inquired for at last price, as were also Royal Bank 
Shares ; Hibernian and National Banks continued in de- 
mand at the prices made ; the different kinds of Shares 
of the City of Dublin Steam Company were ex- 
tremely buoyant ; the half-yearly dividend is now nearly 
due on them, and the Excursion Trips to Holyhead are ex- 
pected to be very remunerative; 98 was offered for the Hun- 
dred Pound Shares, 984 being demanded ; in the Steam 
Building Shares a rise of one-half per share was es- 
tablished; Patriotic Assurance steady, at 53}; Carys- 
fort Mines in demand, at 12s. 6d. ; other Mining Securi- 
ties neglected ; in Railways—Belfast and Ballymena, 
Cork and Bandon, and Cork and Passage, were in de- 
mand at last quotations ; Belfast Junctions were again 
offered at 44 ; Dublin and Drogheda Original and Third 
Shares realised the previous prices ; Great Southern and 
Western Stock was steady at 107} for money and Ec- 
count ; Irish South Eastern, Killarney Junction, and

during school hours, Surprise, then, was ex- 
not unnaturally, at the opposition on the 
part of the Established Church, to a system erro- 
neously supposed to be identical to that which 
works so admirably in England. 

We have already endeavoured to show the false- 

hood of that statement, so industriously spread, that 
the Established Church joined in making demands 
similar to those of the Ultramontane Prelates. On 
this point nothing can be clearer than the letter of 
his Grace the Primate :—‘t United Education is 
“ that which we have anxiously endeavoured to pro- 
é“ mote in our schools, and with no inconsiderable 
é“ success. The alteration we have been desirous of 
“ seeing effected in the National System is a relara- 
é tion of the rule which imposes an undue restrichon 
é on the use of the sacred Scriptures.” The clergy, 
therefore, do not desire the destruction of the Na- 
tional Schools, but their reform on one point, which 
they consider vital. They believe children have not 
only intellects to be enlightened, but souls to be 
saved; and they agree with the axiom laid down by the 
Committee of Privy Council on Education, “that no plan 
“ of education ought to be encouraged in which in- 
é“ tellectual instruction is not subordinate to the re- 
“ gulation of the thoughts and habits of children by 
“ the doctrines and precepts of revealed religion.” 
The Romish prelates arrogantly démand that in 
them should be vested the right of appointing or 
dismissing the teachers, the regulation of the subjects 
to be taught, the appointment of all books, and the 
property of the school-houses. They repudiate 
with contempt any claim on the part of the State to 
inspect the schools, to examine into the expenditure, 
or to test the fitness of the teachers. Can anything 
be more unlike this than the moderate and loyal re- 
quest of the Established Clergy? “We have no 
“ wish,” writes his Grace of Armagh, “to see the 
“secular instruction in schools exempted from the 
“superintendence of a Board of Commissioners 
“appointed by Government. We think it right that 
“the secular instruction given in schools which are 
“ aided by the State, should be tested by Inspectors 
“ appointed by the State. And we also deem it to be 
“but fair and reasonable that the patrons of the 
“ several schools should have the right of nominating 
“ the teachers, and that the power of appointing them 
“ should not be invested in the Bishops and Clergy.” 
The letter of the Primate is adopted by the 
Church Education Society as their confession of 
faith with respect to this question. In an occasional 
paper recently issued by authority, the society, in the 
name of the whole clergy of Ireland, with the ex- 
ception*of about 90, deny that at any time they ever 
suggested a separate grant as a remedy for the 
grievance under which the Irish Church laboured. 
They assert, and prove by the rolls of their schools; 
that so far from being opposed to a system. of mixed 
or general education, the desire of the-society has 
always been to promote it to the uttermost, and they 
point to the fact that they have at the present mo- 
ment 15,000 Roman Catholic children in their 
schools as proof of “a greater result in the way of 
‘combined education” than can be exhibited in 
those schools against the management of which 
they protest. 
Again, so far from objecting to inspection by officers 
of the State’ appointment, the clergy have always 
desired that such should always be one of the main 
provisions of any system which could be traly called 
national. They feel that such a check is essential, 
not only for the honest appropriation of the money 
and the efficiency of the masters, but also that such 
inspection, by affording a sort of competitive test, 
would prove the admirable manner in which their 
schools are conducted. 


From all this it is clear that the Church of Ireland 
Schools are, at this moment, the only mixed schools 
of Ireland, and that they, as such, alone truly carry 
out the intentions of the Legislature. The Church of 
Ireland has made no claim for money to carry out 
her own purposes, that is the demand of the Romish 
Prelates. Nay, the faithful and conscientious clergy 
of the Establishment have, for thirty years, been 
frowned on by the State as contumacious, and have 
been excluded from all patronage when they were 
actually carrying out the genuine intentions of the 
State, before the leaven of Romish Prelacy had 
effervesced through the mass. 

Henceforth, he who declares the demands of the 
Church of Ireland to be identical with those of the 
Church of Rome must do so wilfully, knowing that 
what he states is antrue. There can be no mistake. 
The Primate has put the matter definitively and clearly 
The clergy adopt his sentiments as their own, and 
they ask of the Legislature loyalty, conscientiousness, 
and fidelity are for ever to be treated as crimes by a 
Protestant State.

In short, 
instead of summary justice, we gave him Chancery law, 
Our tribunals, as far as European adminstration was 
concerned, were neither nor negligent, but the 
procedure, through the multitude of transfers and ap- 
peals, was ibly wearisome and so large a 
scope was left for the intervention of native 
that it is impossibe to say how far justice itself may not 
have been perverted. 
In the matter of landed property the case was still 
worse, The county gentleman, like the “real gentle- 
man” of a sister island, was usually in debt, and when 
he was in debt he was at the mercy of the subtle and 
unscrupulous usuter. That functionary would obli- 
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politeness would say nothing about it afterwards, 

debt would silently accumulate at compound interest, 
till some fine morning the amount was suddenly de- 
manded, and payment enforced. Against the cunning 
and deeply laid schemes of the money-lender, well 
versed inthe practice of the Courts, the poor 
Zemindar had no chance whatever, and the 
neighbourhood became scandalized by the evic- 
tion of a popular proprietor, and the substitution of a 
non-resident landlord, who never showed himself except 
to get in his dues. Sometimes a whole village commu- 
nity was dispossessed of its patrimony by similar means. 
A money-dealer acquired the interest of some unthrifty 
member in the common property, established a right of 
his own, commenced disputes about boundaries, sued 
his neighbours and coparceners, exhausted their means, 
bought up their claims, and at last, by dint of worry, 
intimidation, and chicanery, actually absorbed the en- 
tire estate. No wonder these people occasionally turned 
against us in the mutinies. We, it is true, had not 
robbed them, but they considered they had been robbed 
under our rule, 

That the police of India is sadly inefficient most people 
have heard ; that it could not, from its constitution, be 
otherwise, few perhaps understand. ‘The best of its de- 
partments is that in the employ and pay of the Supreme 
Government; the next best, that maintained by the large 
towns; the worst of all, that of the country villages. 
The original arrangement provided an endowment of 
land for each village policeman, but the land was 
soon appropriated by the Zemindar, and a very 
imperfect equivalent offered in its stead. As a 
matter of fact, there is nobody to prevent crime, 
and nobody to detect it; the police, being ill- 
paid and worse organised, are often thieves themselves, 
and the chief protector of property is the village dog. 
All this time, however, while a large police was per- 
forming its functions so ill; a large native army was 
performing no function at all, whereas a good native 
force might have been so employed as to protect life 
and property, and find a diversion from its own delusion 
in this desirable service. That theft should be rife in 
India is certainly not surprising. A robber runs little 
risk of being captured at all, and when at last his time 
arrives he is lodged in a prison arranged on the most 
luxurious home model, and is far better kept than he 
ever was before. 

From these observations our radical errors in the 
civil administration of India will be very apparent. 
We have not been indifferent or oppressive rulers. 
The very complication of our machinery arose from 
attempts at perfection, but we went exactly the wrong 
way to work. We provided so many checks upon 
injustice that at last we made justice inaccessible, and 
in the endeavour to deal fairly between one man and 
another we enabled the cunning to overreach the 
ignorant and improvident. If our policy system was 
bad it was not from stint of men or money, but from 
a vicious brganization. Our European functionaries 
had no sinecures ; in fact, they were overworked, but 
their labour was lost upon a needless multiplication 
of forms. The direction in which the improvement 
of such a system should be commenced is sufficiently 
obvious, and we rejoice to hear, on authority so good 
as Mr. Court’s, that it is likely to be attended, not with 
additional expense, but with a considerable economy of 
our now precious funds. 


The Daily News on the Wheat Crop of the present 
year :--- 


The wheat crop is not turning out quite so well as 
was expected. In England, according to the best informed 
authorities, it is about or below the average quantity; 
and though the grain is variable in quality, in general it 
is superior to, or at least as good for the miller as, that 
grown for many years. In France, too, the harvest is 
said to be below the average. In some parts of Austria 
it is deficient, in Germany and Denmark very abundant. 
In the United States and Canada the wheat is very 
large. In Wisconsin they have grown 14,000,000 bushels, 
and require only 4,000,000 for their own consumption. 
Between August 1 and September 22, 3,126,288 bushels 
of wheat, and flour reckoned as wheat, had arrived at 
Chicago, the great emporium of the West, on its way 
to the Eastern ports, against 2,080.391 bushels 
in 1856, and 2,816,502 bushels in 1857, when 
the supply was very large. Both in England 
and France the farmers hold large stocks of 
wheat, and in our five principal grain ports—London, 
Liverpool, Leith, Hull, and Glasgow—there are 800,000 
qrs. of wheat more than there were at this time last 
year. From these facts we may feel assured that the 
great wheat-consuming countries, France, England, and 
the United States, which share a common supply, are 
amply provided for till the iod of next est. 
Should the crops in Southern Russia and in some parts 
of Austria be deficient, the sources of our 
now so numerous, while the harvest generally is tolera- 
bly good, that the subsistence of the people on easy 
terms for a whole year is fully assured.

other. It still acts from the most vulgar and ignorant 
prejudices, and will not open its understanding to the 
conviction that, like charity, free trade is a universal 
blessing. 

In the United States there are patriotic writers quite 
on alevel with the ironmasters of France, who like 
them would levy heavy duties on the uce of 
our industry to promote industry in the States. They 
still put faith in the principles of the colonial policy of 
England, after they have cast off her dominion ; and 
they impose and demand still higher protective duties 
that the Americans may manufacture iron and cotton 
for themselves. Yet with a protecting tariff these 
manufactures are continually suffering, this cotton 
and com of the United States, which have 
no protective duties, can scarcely be produced 
in sufficient quantities to supply the wants of 
Europe. From the facts noticed of their corn trade 
an illustrative may be drawn of their policy. In the 
latter part of 1857 and through the greater part of 1858 
the imports of the States from Europe declined more 
than onc-half, Mainly in consequence of the decline in 
their imports and exports of grain in 1858 and 1859 
were smail ; and now the patriot protectionists are full 
of apprehensions that wheat in the States will fall to 
half a dollar a bushel. They willagain be allowed, they 
say,to feed Europe at half-price. But if restrictive 
duties had not impeded in the States the 
consumption of European manufactures, there 
would have been throughout 1858 and the 
present year more manufacturing industry, and 
an increased demand for food in Europe. It would 
have been dearer in France, and both England and France 
would have been obliged to import from the United 
States. The price there would have been kept higher ; 
there would have been a greater consumption generally, 
and there would not have been the least prospect, as the 
harvests in Europe are not excessive, that the price of 
American wheat would sink to half a dollar a bushel. 
But for the American tariff the manutacturing industry 
both of France and England would have been greater 
than it has actually been, and in their prosperity the 
United States would have have had ample share. The 
American tariff prevents in Europe the sale of American 
corn. With nations as with individuals, one cannot 
prosper by honest industry but others must prosper tov. 


The Times on Germany and German Politics:--- 

Few, perhaps, except professed politicians are apt to 
remember that the centre of Western Europe is occupied 
by a Government and a people bearing no resemblance 
in political organization to any other me or Govern- 
ment in this quarter of the globe. By the mere force 
of habit we speak of “ Germany” and “ the Germans” as 
if the first was an undivided State, like France or Spain 
and the latter a single nation, like the English or 
the Swedes; but we seldom reflect on the actual 
anomalies which the case includes. Germany is 
a nation and not a nation, and it is ruled by a 
Government which is not a Government. It has 
no political consolidation, and yet its parts are not with- 
out political cohesion. Its territories fill the space be- 
tween the frontiers of France and the frontiers of Rus- 
sia, but they are not compactly organised. This is the 
more remarkable because of all the people on the earth 
there is none impressed more deeply with the spirit of 
nationality and brotherhood than the Germans. The 
ties of common origin, common lineage, and common 
language bind them together with extraordinary strength 
and their affection for the “ Fatherland” amounts to an 
absolute veneration. In despite, however,of all these ele- 
mentsof union Germany is notunited. Thereis no effec- 
tive organisation of itsforces, and, though it compri 
among its constituent Statestwo out of the five great 
Powers of Europe, in its aggregate it counts for little 
because it has no sufficient machinery for the exer- 
tion of its strength. Austriais a powerful State, and 
Prussia is a powerful State ; in addition to Austrians 
and Prussians together Germany contains a population 
of 18,000.000 more, and yet Germany is at this moment 
debating whether she is competent or not to defend her- 
self,and is halt inclined to decide the question in the 
negative. 

The anomalies of the case, and the difficulties ex- 
perienced in dealing with them, arise from the same 
circumstances. There was a time, some seven or 
eight centuries ago, when Germany was the first 
nation in Europe, possessing at least as much con- 
solidation as any other, and headed by a Sovereign 
indulged with precedence over all the Princes of 
Christendom. The very magnitude, however, of 
this empire proved fatal to its cohesion and, while the 
other States of Europe gradually acquired consistence 
and compactness, gradually dissolved, until at last its 
provinces assumed the character of independent States, 
acknowledging only a qualified subjection to the Impe- 
rial Crown. When this fabric was finally demolished, 
at the beginning of the present century, the principle of 
the old polity survived, and the Germanic Confederation 
retained most of the characteristics of the Germanic 
Empire. The chief distinction, and a very notable one, 
is that there is no longer even a nominal head of the 
great Germanic body. There is an empire with- 
out an Emperor—a nation without a chief. Thirty 
reigning Sovereign Princes, including six crowned 
heads, govern their own several States now

THE QUEEN’S RETURN FROM BALMORAL. 

On Thursday, at nine a.m., the Queen, accompanied 
by the Prince Consort, the Prince of Wales, Prince 
Arthur, and the Princesses Alice, Helena, and Louisa. 
left Balmoral for the South. The attendants on the 
Royal Family included Lady Churchill, the Hon. Emily 
Hope, Major Gen. Grey, Col. Ponsonby, Col. Bruce, 
and Major Teesdale.

LARGE FAILURE IN RUSSIA.

Lonpon, Fripay Eventye.-—-I told you some weeks 


ago that a congress would assemble to regulate such 


affairs of Italy, as the plenipotentiaries at Zurich could 
not arrange. The news is confirmed to-day by the Con- 
stitutionnel., 

The Emperor’s reply to the Archbishop of Bourdeaux, 
isas remarkable for what it omits,as for what it contains. 
The expected condemnation of the rebellious Romagnese is 
“conspicious by its absence,” as Lord John queerly 
phrased it. The Archbishop referred again and again to 
the Popes power “ to the infegrity of his temporal power,” 
but Louis Napoleon’s reply was this in effect :—- 
“It isa pity all men do not love the Dope as I do; 
could it not be managed? for what will happen when my 
troops leave Rome ?” The concluding plirase, hinting 
at the “ duties,” as well asthe rights of sovereigns, is also 
significant enough. A curious fact, throwing a little ad- 
ditional light on Louis Napoleon’s relations with the 
ultramontanists is the warning given to the Univers, 
for an attack on the results of the French expedition to 
Cochin China. Veuillot said that the expedition had 
ended in nothing ; and for this slander of thé Gallic 
Cock, in the Cochin China “ ngs,” he gets that “ rap 
over the knuckles” an official “‘avertissement.” This 
may be a hint to the bishops and their press champion, 
that they may go too far in their advocacy of the 
Pope; and Cochin China may be _ selected 
as a Corpus vile through which an experiment may be 
made, in that taming of the clergy, which the Rarey of 
rulers must one day take in hand. It is said, imdeed, 
that in future, no newspapers are to publish those pas- 
toral addresses, in which the shepherds of particular 
French flocks, roar out so loud for punishment on those 
italian flocks, who will not follow their chief shepherd 
any more. If we supposed French Bishops to have 
a Christian consistency of character,one might prompt 
Louis Napoleon to say,“ What would you have me do?” 
The answer would be, “ March an army into the Ro- 
magna, to restore the authority of the Pope.” “ Sup- 
pose it it resisted by the Romagnese?” Answer— 
“ Kill them !”

cleuch, Viscount Melville, commanding the Forces in 
North Britain, with Staff officers Colonel M-Cleverty 
and Captain Jones, A.D.C.; Captain D’Eynecourt, of 
her Majesty’s ehip Edinburgh; the Sheritf of Mid- 
Lothian, the Lord Provost of Edinburgh, Colonel 
Fitzmeyer, R.A., the Directors of the North British 
Railway, &c. 

On the stoppage of the train her Majesty and the 
Prince Cousort stepped out of the Royal carriage, and, 
after a cordial greeting to Lord Melville and the Duke 
of Buccleuch, ascended the staircase, followed imme- 
diately by the Prince of Walvs, the Princess Alice, and 
the junior members of the Royal Family. Her Majesty, 
as well as all the members of the Royal Family, ap- 
peared, so far as could be judged by a passing glance, to 
be in excellent health and spirits ; and the Queen and 
the Princess Alice wore shawls of Royal Stuart tartan. 
The band of the 13th Light Dragoons struck up the 
Queen’s Anthem as the Royal Family entered a number 
of close carriages and drove through the park to Holyrood, 
while a royal salute boomed from the castle guns. A guard 
of honour of the West York Rifles was mounted in front 
of the palace, and presented arms as her Majesty ap- 
proached, while the Royal Anthem was played by the 
band of the same regiment. The constables of the Abbey 
of Holyrood and the Society of High Constables of Edin- 
burgh were drawn up at the entrance, where her Ma- 
jesty was again received by the Duke of Buccleuch, Vis- 
count Melville, the Sheriff, the Lord lrevost, Colonel 
M’Cleverty, Captain Jones, &e., who had preceded the 
royal cortege, and by Mr. Rutherford, deputy-kceper of 
Holyrood, Mr. Matheson, of her Majesty's works, Mr.

Mr. Ward then offered to exchange our treaty 


at Shanghai, which they evaded on the groand that the - 


treaty was at Pekin, and they to Mr. Ward 
that he should remain at nuh ao the arrival of 
the British Minister. Mr. Ward, although doubting their 
sincerity, in.a spirit of consideration and forbearance, 
uccepted the proposition, thus waiving the specified time 
of exchange. 

The British Minister, on his arrival a day or two after, 
refused to hold official intercourse with the commis- 
sioners,on the ground (as I understand it) that Pekin 
was the place specified in the British treaty for the ex- 
change, and that he was on his way there for that pur- 
pose. Unsuccessful in their endeavour to detain the 

British, and not te be reopen the negociation at Shang- 

hai, the commissioners apparently yielded and des- 
patched ‘couriers (who they asserted would arrive ina 
week) to Pekin to (as they said) the authorities 
for the arrival and reception of all the Ministers and their 
conveyance to Pekin, where the treaties would be ex- 
changed by a special commissioner on the 25th of June, 
the day specified in the British treaty. 

The commi-sioners notified Mr. Ward of this arrange- 
mrent, and requested him to accompany the British and 
French to the Peiho. “To this be consented, thereby 
to a certain extent assuming the same platform with the 
Jatter, I will here remark that the sincerity of the 
Uhinese Commissioners was much doubted at the time, 
soine of their countrymen at Shanghai declaring that 
delay was their object, as they were fortifying the 
Peiho very strongly, and had placed in command a 
Mogul prince of high military reputatien, who was 
known to be very hostile to the “ treaties.” 

We reached the anchorage off the Peiho on the 
2tst June, where we found the British and French Mi- 
nsters and their fleet. On my first interview with the 
British Admiral James Hope, I learned that the Minis- 
ters (English and French) had announced to the autho- 
rities on shore the object of their visit,and that they 
should proceed by the river to Tien-tsin, on their way 
to Pekin, conformably with their “treaties.” The 
(ninese had positively refused them the ascent of the 
river—the entrance to which they found very strongly 
fórtified, and across which several lines of barricades 
had been constructed. 

T he Chinese declared that this river, which we had 
a'l navigated as the Peiho a year ago, was only one 
meo.h of the Tien-tsin river, and that there was anothe. 
Cuirance ten miles to the north, which entrance was 
called the Peiho, and was the point referred to in the 
treaties. They insisted that the Ministers should .e- 
main off this northern entrance until the arrival of the 
(‘ommissioners from Shanghai (which could not be 
short of two months), when arrangements would be 
made to convey them to Pekin by this route. The Bri- 
tish and French Ministers, considering this an evasion 
with a view to gaining time to strengthen their defences, 
had referred the matter to their respective naval com- 
manders, who notified to the Chinese that if the ob- 
structions in the channel of the river were not removed 
by the 25th June, the day for the exchange of treaties, 
they would themselves proceed to remove them. 

I will here remark that in the Chinese charts there is 
a small river emptying into the sea 10 miles to the north 
of this, and which, diverging gradually from the course 
of the Peiho as you ascend it, has its source far in the 
interior ; some 20 miles from its mouth it is connected 
with the river we knew as the Peiho by anarrow creek, 
said to be dry at low, and having but five feet at high 
water. 

After due deliberation, Mr. Ward and I decided to 
enter the river we had known as the Peiho in the 
steamer Toey-wau as far as the barricades, as though 
ignorant of access having been refused the English and 
French. Ifthe forts should fire across our bows to bring 
us to, we would anchor and communicate ; if into us, 
having no guns, we would retire and act accordingly. 
Twelve British and one French steamer, all small, had 
previously concentrated within the bar, at the mouth of 
the river, just out of gun-shot of the batteries. 

We entered the river in execution of our plan at 11 
n.m. on the 24th ultimo, and passing through the Bri- 
tish squadron, without communicating, pushed up 
t. ward the barriers. At this time not a man was to be 
seen at the forts, nor a gun in an embrasure, nor al- 
thoush flag-staffs were on the parapets, was a flag 
displayed. There was nothing to indicate that the forts 
were armed or manned. Subsequently, events show 
this to have been a deception and ambuscade, intended, 
I do not doubt (in the confidence of their own strength 
and the small force of the English), to invite a conflict 
in order to annul the treaties of last year. 

We had approached to within three hundred yards of 
the first barrier, at which point, should we not be fired 
on, [had proposed anchoring, when we grounded, and 
failed in all our efforts to back off. The tide was falling 
fast, and our situation was critical, not only from the 
facility with which the batteries might demolish us, 
but as we were on the edge of a steep bank, from the 
probability of the steamer falling over, and filling. At 
this moment I received from Admiral James Hope an 
attention and kindness which nust place me under 
lasting obligation tohim. Although he had reason to 
think that she would be fired npon by the forts, he sent 
an gunboat to my aid, with a message that had he known 
of my intention to pass up, he would have furnished me 
a pilet, and that he expected to see me fired on. 

The gunboat failed in her efforts to extricate me, and 
there being, as I have said, a bility of the Toey- 
wau's falling over and filling, the Admiral despatched 
a second gunboat to me, placing her entirely at my dis- 
position, with the handsome and generous offer that I 
should hoist on board of her the American ensign and 
my own personal flag. I declined the offer, with a just 

appreciation, however, of the personal kindness to my- 
selfand the delicate compliment to our service. The 
‘To°y-wau was more than I expected, and a 
favourable wind having sprung up, we got her off at 
high water. 

About two hours after the 
boat tothe nearest port with a flag | 
Trenchard, and the in , toinform the com- 
manding officer that the American Minister. was on 
board the Toey-wau, on the way to Tien-tsin and 
Pekin, in th our treaty, and 
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board the French gun boat to inquire after the French 
Commodore (Tricault), whom I had met on board the 
Cormorant when I called on the Admiral, and who had 
subsequently been wounded. I deferred my departure, 
by request, that I might tow to their ships, at sea, two 
launch loads of the wounded English. 
On reaching the Powhatan, I again despatched the 
Toey-wau into the harbour, in charge of Lieut. John- 
ston (first of the Powhatan), with orders to remain at 
the mouth of the harbour, out of fire, and to afford all 
the aid consistent with our neutrality. After an effi- 
cient performance of this duty for twenty-four hours he 
rejoined me. The sea officers with me in the Toey-wau 
on this service were Captain Pearson, Lieuts. Trenchard 
and Semmes, all of the Powhatan; and Midshipman 
Merchan, of the Germantown. The engineer officers 
were Messrs. City and Archer. Captain A. 8S. Taylor, 
of the Marine Corps, was also with me. I have to thank 
them for their zealous services. 
My coxswain, John Hart, whose death I have to 
lament, was the son of John and Mary Hart, now living 
at Jamaica, Long Island. - He was a widower, but has 
left a young daughter, eight years old. I shall commu- 
nicate the sad event to his parents, and as his child, 
whom he supported, will be entitled to a pension, may I 
beg the favour of you, sir, as soon as the proper papers 
shall be filed at the department, to direct that the pension 
be issued without unnecessary delay? Hart had been a 
long time in the navy, having served under me fifteen 
years ago. 
The English retired this morning from the river, 
having recovered and brought out three of their 
sunken vessels, and destroyed the others. Their loss 
is about four hundred and fifty killed and wounded, 
including twelve French. Eight officers are killed and 
twenty-three wounded. Among the wounded are the 
four senior officers, including the Admiral and the 
French Commodore Tricault. They attacked with about

FRANCE. 

(From the Paris Correspondent of the Globe.) 
Paris, Fripay Evexinc.—You will get by telegraph 
the Grandguillot article in to-day’s Constitutionnel, 
which is an official paraphrase of the speech to the 
Archbishop of Bordeaux, and enters more categorically 
into the Imperial wishes as to Central Italy and Ro- 
magna. The right of Europe to sit in council on a 
matter so vital to the public peace is distinctly recog- 
nised, and it is maintained that a Congress is not an 
ecclesiastical council, but an Areopagus for temporal 
affairs; hence Russia, Prussia, England, must take 
share inthe settlement of that territory as indeed 
they did in 1814, Nesselrode and Castlereagh having 
then put the Romagna in a predicament which Tall 2y- 
rand and Metternich never contemplated, that district 
being in their book to be handed over to Austria, as 
repeatedly stated here. 
he Kaiser Franz Joseph, before his late departure 
for the baths of Ischel, has again performed an act of 
assumption which is not likely to be palatable to 
Napoleon III. He has gazetted one Dr. Scherser, a 
“knight of the iron crown’’ of Charlemagne, for services 
during the cruise of the ship pointedly called Novara, 
on a trip of geographic survey. What the 7imes says 
as to the French Emperor requiring back the arrears of 
a large fund invested in 1805 at Milan for pensions to 
knights of the iron crown (a foundation of Napoleon L), 
is perfectly true, and also that he has put in a claim for 
some milliens of war expenses, following the precedent 
of old Radetzki, whose little bill against Piedmont after 
Novara was70 millions of francs. You may as well 
know, that out of the 500 millions raised in France for 
the Italian campaign there are yet on hand in the French 
Exchequer about 200 millions unexpended. 

The juvenile King of Naples has taken ar, odd freak. 
There are two roads by which Garibaldi or any other 
RR 8 W may enter his kingdom on the land side 
from N Italy-—one by the gate at Terracina, and he 
has strongly barricaded here the narrow defiles at Fondi; 
the other avenue leads by the pass at Frosinone, which 
runs under Monte , both roads converging on 
the strong place of Capua. Monte Cassino is a bold 
cliff, on which Mark Antony had a cool summer villa 
(as stated by Tully, in the 2d philipic), but has, since 
A.D. 800, been the grandest and most celebrated Bene- 
dictine monastery in Europe, and is still rich in MSS., 
statues, bronzes, and all that study can require. Bom- 
balino has converted it into a sort of Gibraltar, and it 
is now oem with 68-pounders.. It is me that 
he means to shut up Pio Nono safe from intruders 
in this cloistered citadel. When Hildebrand was at 
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«conception of the Virgin Mary. (Hear.) Dr. Cullen 
again in another part of his Pastoral revives the old 
antignated notion of talking of Catholic Ireland. I be- 
lieve the real statistical fact is that at the present moment 
the Protestants and Roman Catholics are very nearly 
equal, and there is no question that the overwhelming 
majority of the upper classes belongs to the Protestant 
religion. (Hear, hear.) It is an extraordinary fact 
that while the process of conversion to Protestant 
truth is going on in Ireland the greatest exertions 
are making in England by the Roman Catholics. 

I have visited the institute in the neigh- 
bourhood of Belgrave-square, and conversi with 
the missionary clergymen there I fancied I was back in 
Ireland as it was twenty years ago. Popery has so in- 
sidiously crept in where they did not expect it. (Hear.) 
Here we fortunately were on the alert, and, under the 
blessing of God, were able to prevent it. (Hear.) I have 
heard instances of Roman Cathol‘c pricsts meeting 
ladies walking in the streets in England, and asking 
them to what place of worship they went. (Hear.) 
All that this society wishes to do is to preach the 
Gospel of Christ, to proclaim throughout the length and 
breadth of the land the knowledge of the Saviour, and 
to leave all other matters in the sincere and earnest hope 
that, through the blessing of God the people themselves 
may be led to see that what they now belicve is totally 
inconsistent with the saving truths of the Word of God. 
(Applause.)

THE LATE MURDER IN CLOYNE. 

The inquest on the body of Daniel Moleuy, the unfor- 
tunate man who was so cruelly murdered in the street 
of Cloyne on Monday night last, was brought to a close 
late on Tuesday evening, when the jury returned a rer- 
dict of “ Wilful Murder’”’ Daniel Clayton, the 
man now in custody, who was immediately committed 
to abide his trial at the next assizes, and was then re- 
moved under a strong escort of police to the Middleton 
Bridewell (preparatory to his transmission to the county 
gaol), followed by a considerable number of the people. 
So great was the excitement caused in the town and 
neighbourbood of Cloyne, that the police found some 
difficulty in preventing the prisoner from being mal- 
treated by the violence of the mob, their abhorrence of 
the foul crime laid to-the prisoner’s charge being so ex- 
cessive. ' 

He is about twenty years of age, of a dissipated appear- 
ance, and married only about nine months. 

The deeeased is also described asa very young unmarried 
man. There were no less than four incised wounds on his 
neck and face, one on the neck was so deep and long as to 
cause the head to full completely over on the left shoulder, 
in fast nearly sevcring the head from the body, evidently 
showing that the wound must have been inflicted with 
great determination by some sharpinstrument during the 
time that the deceased lay prostrate, having been knocked 
down by a blow from the prisoner’s fist. ‘The accused there- 
upon threw himself on the body of his victim and (as itis 
supposed) inflicted the woundsalready described. Ofthis, 
however, there appears no direct evidence, although 
several persons were present, none of whom can prove 
positively to the fact. This might be accounted for 
by the darkness of the night, the occurrence having 
taken place about the hour of eleven o’clock. Several 
witnesses were examined before Mr. Henry Barry, the 
coroner, including a woman named Keeh, the pri- 
soner’s mother-in-law. This witness alleged that on 
the night of the murder she saw him take something 
from off a press against the wall in her house, and 
go out into the street; what he took she could not 
say, as she was in bed at the time; he was quite 
tipsy, and appeared to be much excited; the 
prisoner and his wife resided in this house with 
the mother-in-law. Daniel Molony, the unfortunate 
deceased, is described as a young man of a quiet, inoffen- 
sive character, and of rather sober habits, but having 
heard that his brother had been ill-treated by the pri- 
soner, he went to demand satisfaction, some angry words 
passed between them, which speedily came to blows, 
terminating as we have already described. All the 
parties attended the fair of Midleten that day. Dr. 
Foulke, of Cloyne, made a post mortem examination of 
the body, and described the wounds, their nature and 
effects. Itisonly due to Sub-Inspector Kerin, and the 
police under his command, to state that they used the 
utmost vigilance to secure the arrestof the accused, and 
to obtain evidence to establish his guilt.

In 
sometime after the departure of the plaintifffor Liver- 
pool the defendant followed her; again promised to 
marry her, and obtained from her £2 10s. to purchase 
the license. But the marriage was broken off in con- 
sequence of the plaintiff's confinement; and abouta 
year since he married another person, with whom, it is 
alleged, he got a fortune. 

Such was thee vidence of the plaintiff, which was corrobo- 
rated by that of Mrs. Bartlett who moreover, stated in her 
cross-examination, that the defendant was a young man 
when the cause of action arose ; that'she believed it was 
his intention to marry the plaintiff before her confine- 
ment, and that the latter remained in Liverpool two 
years and a half afterwards earning her bread. 

Mr. Ennis, on the part of the defendant, said he had 
been instructed not to cast any aspersion on the char- 
acter of the plaintiff, but, on the contrary, to state that, 
the defendant was prepared to make all the amends in 
his power. It was not true, as had been stated by plain- 
tiffs counsel, that the defendant was in independent 
circumstances, having got a fortune of £500 with his 
wife. So far from that being the case, he was now in 
struggling circymstances, and if the jury intended to 
give they would be only defeating their own 
object by naming a high sum. As the cha 
of heartlessness, which had been made againgst the de- 
fendant, they should recollect that he was very young 
at the time, and that according to the evidence of the 
plaintiff's sister it was his intention to marry 
the plaintiff before her confinement. Besides, it 
should be taken into account that the plaintiff had not 
pressed her suit immediately after her confinement, but

CALENDAR OF OPERATIONS FOR THE ENSU- 
ING WEEK. 

Conservatory, Greennouse, &c.—Many, doubtless, 
will be tempted by the prevailing mildness of the month, 
and the hurry of other matters, still to defer putting 
their houses in order, and getting their plants arranged 
for winter. It may so happen that this can be tak 
with some degree of impunity ; but our climate is too fickle 
and too treacherous to justify the careful and prudent 
grower from trusting it too far. And in addition, from 
this forward, pot plants are more likely to receiveinjury 
than benefit by exposure, even though the weather con- 
tinue mild. In endeavouring to keep the conservatory 
gay, it is by no means necessary to crowd it with plants 
in bloom : it is wonderful what a very few will do, if 
tastefully disposed. Great care must be taken to avoid 
anything likely t» cause damp just now, but at the same 
time, if found necesiary to use a little fire heat to coun- 
teract its effects, let it be applied sparingly and cautiously, 
It is not desirable or judicious to open the sashes, &c., 
when the air isloaded with moisture,as many do, but on 
the contrary, when it is lightand dry. 

Azaleas and camellias that have been taken in should 
have plenty of air given them, keeping them rather dry 
than otherwise; thorough ripening of their wood being 
so essential in inducinga fine bloom. Cinerarias should 
now be particularly attended to, shifting them the mo- 
ment it is required into rich compost, as previously di- 
rected. Fumigate if green fly is perceived; keep the 
plants well up to the glass, and give abundance of air. 
Those required to flower early should be got into their 
blooming-pots. 

Pelargoniums also that are wanted to flower early 
must have their last shift given without delay. If green 
fly, as is very likely, is noticed on any, as soon as they 
are housed they should at once be fumigated; a timely 
application will save much after trouble. 

This isa very good time to put in cuttings of calceo- 
larias; they will strike readily in sand under a hand- 
glass anywhere, but remember that they are at all times 
impatient of bottom-heat, which is never required in 
their propagation. 

Flower Gagpens, Surupserres, &c.---Take up any 
scarlet or other geraniums from the borders or beds 
that you are anxious to pot; in doing so avoid as much 
as possible injuring the general effect of those that re- 
main; as to all appearance at present there is every 
likelihood of their beauty being prolonged for weeks yet. 
When potted they should be put under glass until they 
recover the moving. Any other plants, as well as ge- 
raniums, likely to be of use for decorative purposes in 
the conservatory or elsewhere, should be also lifted 
very carefully; if well done, and afterwards 
properly attended to, they will soon recover 
the check and be found very useful. Scarlet 
and variegated geraniums, and other bedding stuff that 
have been rooted in the open border, should be taken 
up and potted at once, or placed several together in 
shallow pans or boxes, when recovered, keeping them 
close to the gliss. Repot hollyhock cuttings that are 
struck ; cuttings of them may still be put in ; a gentle 


Finish taking away and potting carnation layets ; 
remove all dead leaves fron those previously potted. 
Stir the surface between pinks rec’; ly planted when 
the weather is dry, Look over your tulips and make 
arrangements for planting towards the end of this or 
beginning of next month. 
FORCING, HARDY FRUIT, AND KITCHEN GARDEN. 

Vineries.—Previous directions will still apply. Peach 
trees in houses should be watched for red spider; if 
noticed, the leaves should have the engine occasionaliy 
brought to bear on them, as until such times as the 
foliage has turned and ceased to act, it is of the last im- 
portance to preserve its functions unimpaired. The 
orchard-house has this year shown itselfa most valuable 
adjunct to the fruit garden, and vines have done so well 
that the roof will be found as valuable for having late 
crops of grapes as the pigmy occupants of the pots and 
borders for securing cropsin seasons like this when the 
walls are almost a blank. Go overany grapes in these 
houses and remove berries showing signs of mould 
or decay; if mildew appears dust with sulphur at 
once. Keep the house very dry andairy. The work to be 
done in the kitchen garden will be pricking out cauli- 
flowers, sown last month, into cold frames, where they 
can be covered in severe weather ; five or six may also 
be planted out at intervals in a rich border, each lot so 
placed that they can hereafter be covered by a hand- 
glass, chancing some fully exposed on a dry south 
border. Cos and fabbage lettuces being treated in 
exactly the same way, hoeing and stirring between 
broccoli, coleworts, borecole, &c., and in favourable 
weather earthing up celery. If the ground, as before 
directed, has been dug and prepared, a sowing of par- 
pe may be made. Remove hoeings, decaying leaves, 
vegetables, and everything offensive. There is no 
department of the ener’s care that speaks more 
of his character than the kitchen garden, and 
well ordering and neatness of which no other 

should divert his attention. i
